BOYDEN'S TALE OF DISASTER 


Logan County Coronsr Who Escaped 


From the Iroquois Fire Give* 
„ Vivid Description of Seen*. 


SAVED LIFE OF A LITTLE GIRL, 


John T. Boydon, who attended'the 


Iroquols fire with Mrs. Boyden, prob- 
ably witnessed as many Of the horrors 
as any man living. Mr. BOyden was 
at the theatre early In the day to buy 
tickets In lh« front row of seats in 
the balcony but .the office being clos- 
ed he relumed to his hotel and called 
later when he took tickets in the par- 
quet, six rows back from the front 
row. He suw the first flash of fire, 
noticed It spread, calmed Mrs. Boyden 
and decided upon 
leaving between 


rushes. 
H<> heard Eddie Foy speak 


and saya such an exhibition Is equal- 
led only by "the boy who stood upon 
the. burnimr deck." He heard the or- 
chestra play to drown the cries and 
shrieks of women and children. Every 
second seemed a 
minute, he Bays 


Finally seizing Mrs. Boyden by the 
arm he slatted by way of a side aisle 
when he heard a .child scream, and 
looking back saw a little miss fastened 
In a seat. He returned and carrying 
nor under one arm with the other 
piloted Mrs. Boyden toward an exit, 
found it blocked with people, stepped 
over a railing an* had eaay access-'*o 
the open all-, 
paslng on the way, 


the open ulr, - passing on the way, 
bodies of women and children with 
men running over them. 


When Mr, and Mrs. Boyden started 


to leave the parquet he looked up at 
the balcony and gallery and describes 
it as pandemonium—a 
large crowd 


struggling;, fighting and shouting. 


It Is his opinion that not to exceed 


five minutes passed from the time the 
first spark was seen until he was out- 
side the structure, yet, during the brief 
space of time fire was falling around 
them In the parquet when proceeding 
out and Ut the entrance the heat was 
nearly stifling... 


Mr. Boyden IB confident many a per- 


son burned to death Inside the thea- 
tre, others ran out In flames, scores 
Inhaled tire and died and hundreds 
went down under the weight of strong 
crazed men. 
Mr. Boyden is the coroner of Logan 


county and has been an undertaker 
for thirty years. He Is a close observ- 
er, cool In emergencies and not given 
tn exaggeration. 
He asserts without 


hesitancy doors which should have 
been open were closed. He also as- 
serts the responsibility for the fire 
cume from the stage where huge doors 
were open In Ihe rear producing a 
diaft, .which carried the flames and 
heat to th>.> galerles arid the balconies 
where occupants perished 
Instantly, 


when struck by fire.—Lincoln Herald.

Philip Sheridan, Jr* is now a cadet 


at West Point. The son of Mrs. George 
B. McOlellan did not go to WesL Point, 
but he has distinguished himself so 
greatly In civil life that the lack of the 
military education seems matter for 
congratulation rather than otherwise. 
George Brinton McClellan, Jr., to .his 
credit be it recorded, went to work 
early for- his living, first as a plain 
newspaper reporter, then at other 
things.. While he earned his living he 
studied law and next went to congress. 
How he -was elected mayor of New 
York city while yet a member of con- 
gress all* Americans know. His mother 
meantime just kept quiet and wa's 
proud of him, as she had been of his 
illustrious'father, General .George B. 
of the civil war. 
I The widow of General McClellan is 
still a notably handsome woman, her 
serene face looking not at all like that 
of one who lived'through the stirring 
scenes of the civil war, which closed 
thirty-eight years ago. She resides 
moat tot the time-In a family hotel In 
New York city. Before her marriage 
she was Miss'Ellen Mary Marcy. Her 
distinguished husband died in 1885. 
During the civil war when she was not 
in camp with,him she wrote a letter to 
him every d.ay. She Is a woman of 
high bred manner, at the same time 
noted for a rarely gentle disposition.

For Instance,- we 
often give a perfume by artificial 
means to the (lowers we sell," said one 
who till recently was In the florist 
business. 


"The greater number of doctored 


flowers are either those which are fad- 
Ing and 'off color' or those which usu- 
ally have no .scent at all. In the case ot 
the.former the llowprs arc dally dipped 
In a weak solution of sal ammoniac, 
which for a time revives them In the 
most marvelous way. 


"But the chief doctoring Is with the> 


flowers which as a rule-have little or 
no scent. 
First of all, these are put 


Into a. metal box with Ice, and then by 
a very simple process they are sub- 
jected to u continuous current of car- 
bonic acid charged with perfumes of 
the required variety. There Is an Im- 
mense amount of profit made, by scent- 
Ing those violets which In the order 
of nature have no perfume.'^
